1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 

Reference number 216a is on page 15, line 29 of the specification but does not 
appear in the Figures. Reference number 216b is on page 16, line 1 of the specification 
but does not appear in the Figures. Reference number 1004 is on page 35, line 10 of 
the specification but is not in the Figures. Reference number 1300 appears on page 37, 
line 1 of the specification but does not appear in the Figures. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures.

Specification 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the word "disclosed" 
appears in it.

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-60 are allowed. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The best prior art of record fails to specifically teach the limitations as set forth 
in the claims. For example, the best prior art of Ramberg et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,398,105, from hereinafter "Ramberg") teaches that scanned data from a multitude of 
scanning options (i.e. barcode readers, magnetic stripe readers) can be routed to 
different applicants within a network, however, does not teach the specific limitations of 
obtaining supplemental information about an object identifier and utilizing multiple 
patterns and rules for the data.
